The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The patents 
to Vizsolyi et al (US 3,459,535), Jones (US 5,316,567) and Campher (XP 002166815) 
as discussed in Paper No. 11 and Imai et al (US 6,168,766) which discloses leaching 
covelline (col.1, lines 32-36) do not disclose or suggest a process for extracting metals 
from chalcopyrite- containing ores comprising converting the ores to covelline, pyrite 
and accompanying sulfides by adding sulfur to the ores in a conversion step prior to the 
leaching steps as claimed
